I  have  the  honour  to  nresent  to  ^ou  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitar;  conditions  of  the  Tare  ham  and.  Purbeck  'Rural  District  for 
the  -'ear  1945. 

Burin;  the  year  the  district  was  divided  into  two  areas  for  the 
purpose  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  duties  j  each  Sanitary  Inspector 
bein  responsible  for  all  the  duties  appropriate  to  his  office  in  the 
area  allotted  to  him.  This  arrangement  has  worked  satisfactorily  durinf, 
the  year  and  makes  possible  more  efficient  inspection  of  the  district* 

The  areas  assigned  to  each  Sanitary  Ins rector  will  be  found  on  the  last 
pa.  e  of  this  report. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  district,  21.5  per  1,000  population,  as 
compared  with  1S.1  for  England  and  Wales,  is  1.4  higher  than  that  for 
1944.  The  death  rate  for  the  district,  10. 1  per  1,000  population,  as 
compared  with  11,4  for  Er  land  and  Hales,  is  0.9  lower  than  that  for 
1944.

was  no  serious  epidemic  disease  in  the  district  durinp  the 


'ear.  In  the  first  four  months  mild  cases  of  diarrhoea  with  vomitinp 
las  tin.'  about  three  days,  were  prevalent  threurhout  the  whole  district 

'■  1  i 

and  dunn;  the  period  seven  cases  of  sonne  dysentery  were  notified  from 
Bere  Re, pis,  'Tool,  and  I any ton  TTatr avers  areas.  Two  hundred  and  eiphty- 
seven  cases  of  measles  were  notified,  nearly  all  occurring  in  the  first 
half,  of  the  vear,  and  p.ivinj  a  notification  rato  for  the  district  almost 
double  that  for  liny  land  and  '"ales.  Deaths  due  to  infectious  disease 
were,  one  from  measles  .  one  from  cerebro  spinal  meninritis ,  and.  one  from 
acute  polio-encephalitis . 

h^ft.een  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  seven  new  cases  of 
non-pul  onarir  tuberculosis  were  notified  showinp  a  decrease  of  eirht  in 
pulmonarv  tuberculosis,  and  an  increase  of  five  in  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  on  the  1944  figures.  There  were  five  deaths  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  three  from  non -pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  cases  of  scabies  and  verminous  conditions  reported 
dur in'  the  year  shows  no  appreciable  chanre. 

There  has  been  no  chanpe  in  the  arrangements  for  the  immunisation  of 
children  ar&i-nst  diphtheria.  The  percentage  of  the  child  population 
considered  immunised  at  the  end  of  1945  in  the  ape  proup  under  five  years 
was  57/  »  which  is  an  increase  of  5.4/  or  the  fipure  for  the  precedinp 
year.  The  percentage  of  the  child  population  considered  immunised  in 
the  ape  ;  roup  five  to  fifteen  years  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  94.4/  , 
which  is  an  increase  of  17.4/  on  the  fipure  for  1944.  Every  effort  is 
made  to  increase  the  percentage  in  the  ape  proup  under  five  years  as 
this  is  the  ape  when  children  are  susceptible  to  infection  and  an  attack 
of  diphtheria  more  likely  to  be  fatal. 

little  progress  ’was  made  durinp  the  ’'ear  with  the  plans  for  supply  of 
water  to  the  district  and  no  decision  hall  boon  reached  at  the  ond  of  the. 
year  with  Swana  o  Hr bar  District  Council  with  re yard  to  their  participation 
in  a  .-joint  scheme  for  water  supply  to  the  Sw&na.pe  Urban  District  and  the 
greater  part  of  the  Rural  District. 

The  Council’s  sewera?  e  schemes  for  Corfe  Castle,  Lang; ton  7  atravers, 
and  Wool  are  awaiting the  return  of  more  normal  conditions  for  a  start 
to  be  made  in  carryinp.  them  out.  A  further  s ewe rare  scheme,  for  the 
Sandford  area,  was  submitted  to  the  •■''inis try  of  Health  durinp  the  ’rear. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  work  in  connection  with  this  scheme  ’will  be 
completed  durinp  the  year  1946,  as  it  will  be  urgently  needed  for  the 
drainaye  of  the  prefabricated  houses  to  be  erected  in  that  area. 


Farther  -progress  was  made  with  -the  aoquirinp;  of  sites,  layw. fc  and 
house  plans  for  the  erection  of  houses  in  all  the  principal  villar.es* 

Four  permanent  houses  were  almost  completed  at  Bere  Regis  by  the  end  of 
the  year*  The  general  standard  of  housin;  in  the  district  is  very  low 
and  many  houses  have,  durirr  the  war  v©s.rs,  fallen  into  the  categories 
of  those  requiring  demolition  or  structural  alterations  and  repairs. 

The  majority  of  the  houses,  which  were  the  subject  of  a  demolition  order 
or  an  undertaking  to  cease  to  be  used  for  occupation  under  the  Rous  inf 
Act.,  1936,  are  still,  unfortunately,  occupied* 

There  are  few  who  need  convincing  of  the  relationship  between 
housing  conditions  and  health  and.  much  has  been  done  in  raising  the 
standard  of  sanitation  and  facilities  for  hygienic  living  conditions  in 
new  houses  provided  by  local  authorities ;  yet  in  the  important  matter 
•of  the  ’■revision  of  adequate  air  space  and  ventillation  of  bedrooms  the 
standard  is  low.  It  is  enerally  accented  that  there  is  a  relationship 
between  overcrowdin'  of  living  accommodation  and  incidence  of  many  of  the 
infectious  diseases,  diseases  of  the  respiratory  tract,  and.  acute 
rheumatism  and.  rheumatic  heart  disease,  and.  that  the  most  effective 
method  of  prevention  of  the  diseases  spread  by  droplet  infection  is 
adequate  snacir  and  ventillation.  It  is  regrettable,  therefore,  that 
the  standard  of  the  Rousin'  Act  which  ignores  soace  requirements  of 
children  under  one  year  of  a  e  and  treats  children  under  ten  'rears  of 
a1  e  as  requiring  only  half  that  for  an  adult,  should,  become  the  basis 
of  assessing  the  minimum  family  space  requirements  in  new  houses.  The 
s^ace  requirements  of  children,  who  are  susceptible  to  infections, 
should  be  treated  as  at  least  equal  to  that  of  an  adult*

There  have  been  no  alterations  in  sewerage  and  drainage  in  the  district 
during'  the  year.  Post  of  the  older  cottages  and  houses 'have  pail  closets, 
the  newer  properties  are  provided  with  water  closets  and  cesspits.  In  the 
Sandford,  Wool,  and  Upton  areas  there  is  recurring  nuisance  from  overflowing 

i 

cesspits.  The  only  parts  of  the  district  which  have  main  sewer  drainage,  are 
Vest  Lu-lworth  Village ,  and  Bestwall  *■  27  houses  -  in  the  parish  of  7a  re  ham  St. 
Partin,  which  drains  into  the  "Tare ham  Borough  Sewerage  System. 

In  addition  to  the  schemes  for  sewerage  from  the  villages  of  Langton 
Tatr avers ,  Corfe  Castle,  and  Wool,  the  Council  submitted  a  scheme  durin;  the 
year,  to  the  ministry  of  Health  for  approval  for  the  drainage  of  the  Sandford 
area.  This  scheme  is  to  provide  for  drainage  of  existing  properties  and  • 
for  the  Council's  'lousing  Estate  in  this  area.  It  is  hoped  that  work  on  the 
Sandford  scheme  may  be  completed  by  the  end  'of  1946  as  it  is  needed  for  the 
drainage  of  the  temporary  prefabricated  houses  to  be  erected  on  the  Council's 
Sandford  Housing  Site. 

Although  the  village  of  West  Lulworth  has  a  water  main  piped  supply  and 
a  sewerage  system,  the  majority  of  the  cottage  property  have  neither  indoor 
water  service  nor  a  water  closet. 

Rivers  and  Streams  Pollution. 


Fo  serious  pollution  of  ri.vers  and  streams  in  the  district  was  reported 
during  the  year.  a  sample  of  sewage  effluent  as  discharged  into  a  tributary 
of  the  River  Prone  was  taken  for  analysis' ;  although  the  effluent  fell  short 
of  the  standard  laid  down  by  the  Royal  Commission  for  Sewage  Treatment,  there 
was  no  evidence  t'Mt  serious  pollution  of  the  stream  was  taking  place.

The  majority  of  the  sixty-six  houses  which  have  been 
the  subject  of  either  demolition  orders,  closing  orders,  or  undertakings  not 
to  be  let  for  human  habitation,  under  the  liousinr  Act,  1966,  aro  unfortunately, 
wi  th  few e exceptions ,  still  occupied. 

The  Council  made  a  start  durinp  the  year  on  the  scheme  for  post-war 
building  and  tie  first ’four  houses  were,  almost  completed  at  Bere  Regis  at  the 
end  of  the  rear.  The ' Sanitar”  Inspectors’  were  instructed  in  January  to 
commence  a  detailed  housin'  survey  of  world. nr  class  houses  in  the  district,

Milk  Supply. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-five  farms  were  inspected  during  the  year;  14 
notices  were  served  on  owners  in  resnect  of  defects,  all  of  which  were 
complied  with. 

The  number  of  milk  producers  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
291,  as  compared  with  287  at  the  end  of  1944.  The  number  of  producers  of 
tuberculin  tested  milk  increased  by  10,  and  accredited  milk  producers  by  6. 

Although  the  greater  part  of  the  milk  consumed  in  the  rural  district  is 
still  ungraded,  more  bottled  pasteurised  milk  and  tuberculin  tested  milk  is 


now  available. 

The  general  standard  of  cowsheds  and. dairies,  with  few  exceptions,  is 
fairly  good  and  a  number  of  dairy-farms  had  improved  water  supplies  installed 
during  the  year. 

.There  are  no  mi Iks hoes  in  the  district.  a  total  of  204  visits  were 
made  to  cowsheds  and  dairies.

PREVALENCE  Ah p  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE . 

There  was  no  serious  epidemic  disease  in  the  district  durir/’  the  vear. 

T  ild  cases  of  diarrhoea  and  vomiting  were  nrevalent  in  areas  throughout  the 
district  durin.  the  first  four  months,  and  during  that  period  a  total  of 
seven  cases  of  sonno  dysentery  were  notified  from  '"ool,  Bero  Peris,  and 
Langton  !  -atravers  areas . 

Measles  was  prevalent  during  the  first  half  of  the  year  when  287  cases 
were  notified.  There  was  one  death  from  measles. 

An  outbreak  of  illness  amongst  milkers  at  a  number  of  dairyfarras  was 
reported  during  the  year.  On  investigation  the  illness  proved,  to  be  cowpox, 
with  typical  lesions  on  the  hands  of  milkers,  and  in  one  case  on  an  eyebrow 
where  the  milker  had  inoculated  himself  by  scratching.  The  Counts  Veterinary 
Sur  eon  confirmed  the  presence  of  cowpox  in  the  dairy  herds. 

Rive  contacts  of  smallpox  cases  arrived  in  the  district  from  abroad  durin/ 
the'  year.  All  were  kept  under  surveillance  and  remained  well. 

One  case  of  food  poisoning  was  notified;  S.  Typhi -murium  (S.  Aertrycke ) 
was  isolated  from  the  faeces  of  this  case.  Invos tigation  failed  to  discover 
the  source  of  infection.
